Dear Hark Harrison's second call to 
Army work was a very strange °, De «** 
deed. Marie had been an Evangelist in 
the old Christian Mission days. Ho hail 
fought many hard battles 'nenth the. old 
Bethnal Green Hallway Arch, but had 
cotcoldinaonL It was while at Ottorviile. 
Ont, this second call came. We give it in 
'"I looked through the key-hole ol the 
barracks door and saw a lad Captain 
sitting there on the platform all e.one. 
The Lord plainly said to nw, • M i.l you 
help thatlad?" I aaid yes, and in cai-rj-iug

The noma of the terrible calamity by 
which this gallant officer met his death 
came 80 sudden, and brought 1711I1 ■<- aucb 
a pang oE sorrow. But God s wu vs 111a 1 
our ways, and we were led to look away 
Him who dooth all things well, knowl 
that our dear comrade's death w« 
glofifv God and extend His Kingdom in 
more ways than mere finite minds could 
grasp. The following short notice ap- 
peared In the Toronto Empire of July 9 : 
Paiiis, Out. July 8.— Capt. Mark Harri- 
■; son. of the Salvation Army, was drowned 
In the G.and river here at 2.H0 this after- 
noon. He went in to bathe belof the old 
cricket ground, where the water is about 
ten feet deep, and sank immediately, noi 
again coming to the surface. The 1 aad 
accident was witnessed by two small boys, 
who were unable to assist Capt. Harri- 
son wus a married man, about forty years 
ot age, and camo to Paris from Ottervilie 
about two mouths since. He wasan earn- 
est worker in the Army, Coroner Web- 
ster did not consider an lnnun-t necessary. 
Our dear comrade was born in an Ox- 
fordshire village. In tho Old Country, in 
1861. He was blessed with Godly parents, 
and it was his delifiht to accompany them 
to Mothodist meetings.
